In the last fourteen years the total 
amount of gold exported from this 
conutry was but 5506,7(57,791. The im- 
ports during tins same period were 
5404,041,410, making the net exports in 
fourteen years only S72,T20,3Sl. In the 
last fourteen years the gold product 
the United States was 5-100,000,000, of 
which 5182,000,000 were used in the in 
dustrial arts. 
Adding together the 


S72,72ft,3Sl, the net exports of gold, nnd 
the SIS'3,000,000. used in industrial arts, 
and subtracting their sum from the 
amount of gold produced iu the coun- 
try, and the net addition to Ameeicu's
